Additional funds will be spent for the Fire and Police Departments, and the City hopes 
to maintain its enviable record in having secured the Thomas H. Ince trophy for the fewest fires 
per capita on the Pacific Coast for three years in succession. 

In the matter of public buildings, the schools in the City are being fast augmented, and bear 
out the reputation of California for the most beautiful school buildings in the country. 

City Planning has assumed a concrete form, and with the nucleus of a new Central Library, 
City Hall and Auditorium, involving an expenditure of $3,500,000, each upon a site befitting the 
building to be erected, the City points with pride to its progress along modern architectural lines. 

Beautiful homes are not inconsistent with a progressive spirit and Pasadena will not rest 
on its laurels but will provide in advance for the needs of the citizens to come.

By it I preach to the prairie wife, the desert dweller, the invalid 
shut-in, the prisoner in the penitentiary, the sufferer in hospitals 
and the cliff-dwellers of the cities. It enables me to keep in touch 
with our mighty congregation throughout the world. 

“So great is the success of the radio as an evangelistic force 
that we have now organized the first Radio Church of the Air that 
has been known in the world, with a membership of upward of 
five hundred thousand. We are issuing beautiful, engraved cer¬ 
tificates. Think of it! Many of our Radio Church members are 
invalids who have not been able to attend church for many years. 
As a member of the Church of the Air, they worship with us with 
Bible, songbook and prayer. Many, having come to know the power 
of God, have been raised tip to lives of active, Christian service.’’ 

It is said that Aimee Semple McPherson comes the nearest to 
fulfilling the laws of perpetual motion yet known. The many 
branches of the work, which center around Angelus Temple, but

thusiastic people, 
members of the Valley Hunt Club, 
held the first Tournament of Roses. 

It was the idea of the late Dr. 

Charles Frederick Holder. Don 
Arturo and Mrs. Bandini, represent¬ 
ing two interesting Spanish f amilies 
of early Pasadena, also gave valu¬ 
able assistance in arranging the out¬ 
door sports upon that first occasion. 

A parade was held in the morning. At noon 
luncheon was enjoyed and in the afternoon 
field events were held. For eight years the 
V alley Hunt Club sponsored the annual New 
Year s Day festival. In 1889 the Tournament 
of Roses Association was formed. In those 
early days there were no public floats, no mag¬ 
nificent entries from other cities. Private car¬ 
riages and other conveyances were handsomely 
decorated with freshly picked flowers from the 
gardens. Today the New Year’s Day pageant 
is the most wonderful floral festival 
in the world.

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Pasadena’s Thirty-sixth Annual Tournament of Roses 


REAKING over the majestic Sierra Madre mountains 
with a dainty roseate hue softly veiled in a delicate 
mist, Aurora, driving her chariot across the clear California 
skies, ushered in the 1925 New Year with resplendent glory. 

Amidst all the beauty of a wonderful springlike day 
with azure skies and the warmth of California’s golden sun, 
the thirty-sixth annual Tournament of Roses parade sur¬ 
passed in magnificence any preceding floral pageant. Never 
before since the inception of the mid-winter Pasadena 
floral festival has such a gorgeous parade been seen. 

Thousands upon thousands of holiday merrymakers 
began arriving in Pasadena early in the morning. Over 
every highway of a road system that is smoothly paved 
in every direction, the gay throngs came into the festive 
city. 

The portals of the city were thrown wide to welcome 
the joyous crowds. Every attendance record was broken 


on the 1925 New Year day. Arriving by thousands over 
the Pacific Electric, which provided special trains from 
every point touched by the railway, and over the steam 
roads which run into Pasadena, men, women and children 
imbued with the carnival spirit of the occasion poured 
into the city. 

Streets of Pasadena were gay with banners, American 
flags, bunting and symbols of the football teams repre¬ 
senting Notre Dame and Stanford. Every electrolier along 
the line of march was adorned with draped bunting and 
the standards were covered by graceful palm fronds. 

Adding further to the spirit of the festive occasion were 
the brilliant colors of toy balloons floating lazily in the 
air. The vari-hued tones of the colorful costumes worn 
by the women in the huge throng intermingled with the 
wealth of color furnished by the gorgeous Tournament of 
Roses floats gave the streets a garish touch which lent 
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Redondo Beach’s great moonstone in flowers proved most effective. Monrovia depicted the birth of the flag. The Pasadena Boy 
Scout Drum Corps played splendidly and the First Nazarene Church showed the spirit of their work 
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Rose-covered float of the Directors of the Tournament of Roses Association with its arbor effect and the striking entry of the 
City of Pasadena which represented the outdoor life of the city as enjoyed throughout the year in this part of the world

itself beautifully to the fiesta. And then, as upon all such 
occasions, there were the shrill whistles and occasional 
raucous notes from bright-striped horns. Mingling with 
this spirit of festivity was the odor of popcorn and the 
hot-dog stands and the cries of the vendors. 

It is estimated that close to a half million persons were 
gathered in Pasadena to witness the most magnificent Tour¬ 
nament of Roses parade that has ever been staged. Of 
this immense crowd 55,000 attended the Notre Dame-Stan- 
ford football game in the Rose Bowl in the Arroyo Seco. 

Proving a revelation to the thousands of persons who 


formed a solid bank of humanity along the five miles of 
line of march, the floats were surpassingly beautiful and 
elegant. 

Angelus Temple of Echo Park, Los Angeles, carried 
off the honors of the day, winning the first sweepstakes 
prize with its entry typifying the broadcasting of the 
gospel to the world. The design was worked out in a solid 
mass of Russell roses. 

Exemplifying the spirit of radio, the entry made by 
the Angelus Temple had as its feature a tower made of 
snow-white flowers surmounted by antennae spreading the

gospel to the world. The float was a creation of real 
artistry, the white tower standing out in bold relief against 
the lovely Russell roses. 

Fourteen prancing horses with arched necks accom¬ 
panied the float. They were decorated with floral wreaths 
upon a background of greenery. Angels dazzling in white 
robes served as outwalkers to the float. 

Glendale’s civic entry took the second sweepstakes 
prize with its float, which was typical of the spirit of 
progress. Three gorgeously colored butterflies that auto¬ 
matically opened their dainty floral wings personified 


Glendale fifty years hence as a city surpassing in size 
both Los Angeles and Pasadena. 

The 1925 Tournament of Roses pageant was of par¬ 
ticular national interest, due to the fact that James A. 
Drain, national commander of the American Legion, and 
John G. Price, grand exalted ruler of the Elks, were guests 
of honor of the Tournament of Roses Association and the 
city of Pasadena. 

In honor of the National American Legion commander 
a complete division of the Tournament of Roses parade 
was devoted to floats entered by American Legion posts 
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Occidental’s tiger held guard over the great “O” of Occidental college on a handsome and effective float. Below is shown one 
of the pony entries by Yvonne Jaeger and “Robin Hood” in the person of John Guerrant mounted on his pony

from many adjacent communities. The World War vet¬ 
erans had some of the finest and most unique entries that 
have ever been seen in a Pasadena floral pageant. 

Massed colors led the American Legion division, which 
was loudly cheered and applauded lustily all along the 
route of the parade. Every branch of the service was rep¬ 
resented. From Santa Monica came an entry exemplifying 
the success of the world fliers. Lieutenant Lowell Smith 
rode in the float, which depicted a huge airplane. 

There were the sea forces, represented by a naval unit 


drawing a field piece adorned with flowers, and the land 
forces, represented by legionnaires in full uniform. One 
of the outstanding floats in this division was that of Mon¬ 
rovia depicting the birth of the flag. The G. A. R. fife 
and drum corps also had a float with a characterization 
of Abraham Lincoln riding aboard it. 

Knights of Columbus had an entry which portrayed 
the discovery of America. A Spanish galleon typified the 
boat used by Columbus which was landing on the shores 
of the new country and looked at in awe by real Indians.

“He maketh me to lie down in green 
pastures and leadeth me beside still waters” 
was the portion of the Twenty-third Psalm 
which formed the theme for the Salvation 
Army entry. A pasture with a snowy 
white floral lamb exemplified the first 
quotation, while a shepherdess leading a 
little child beside a stream was indicative 
of the second theme. 

Boy Scouts played a prominent part 
in the Tournament of Roses parade New 
Year’s day, there being several entries. 
Each showed the work that is being accom¬ 
plished by the Boy Scout movement.

Twenty- 
two bands played familiar airs along the route of the 
parade, their efforts being rewarded with prolonged ap¬ 
plause. Among the bands that participated in the parade 
were the Inglewood American Legion band, Glendale 
bugle-and-drum corps, Pacific Electric Railway band, 
Pasadena Post American Legion bugle-and-drum corps,

In all the history of the Tournament of Roses there has 
never been a New Year’s day when arrangements were 
quite so complete and so well carried out as on this thirty- 
sixth anniversary of the rose pageant. The parade moved 
promptly on time and traffic was handled with a minimum 
degree of congestion. From the time that Lewis H. Turner, 


grand marshal of the parade, gave the order to move there 
was shown a spirit of splendid co-operation on the part of 
all concerned. 

The bands swung into line with a blare of brass and 
the drum-and-bugle corps gave a military note to the affair 
that made for precision. To Harry Ticknor, chairman of 
the parade committee, through whose efforts the wonderful 
floats were assembled, and to Malcolm Fraser, the 
efficient secretary of the Tournament of Roses association,

Notre Dame Defeats Stanford 27 to 10 


EFORE the largest crowd ever assembled to witness 
the Tournament of Roses football classic, Knute 
Rockne’s Notre Dame champions defeated Glenn Warner's 
powerful Stanford team by a score of 27 to 10, in the 
greatest East-versus-West game ever held. 

Notre Dame’s triumph marks the second victory for the 
East over the West in the eight intercollegiate struggles that 
have been played in Pasadena since the first contest in 1916. 

Heralded as one of the greatest football teams ever 
produced in the United States, Notre Dame with the aid 
of her famous “Four Horsemen,” Stuhldreher, Lay den, 
Crowley and Miller more than lived up to its reputation. 

For the Stanford Cardinals be it said that with almost 
every break against them they played hard, fast football 
and achieved the distinction of scoring eighteen first downs 
to Notre Dame’s seven. 

A tower of strength to the Stanford team, the famous 
fullback, Ernie Nevers, played the greatest game of his 
career, and to Jim Lawson, the Stanford captain, and his 
heavy line goes praise unstinted for wonderful defensive 


work in keeping the famous Four Horsemen from scoring 
a single first down in the entire second half. 

Long before the game started the immense throng of 
55,000 was in its seat and “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
played by the Elks’ band at the raising of the flag, was an 
inspiring opening for the great classic. Making a splendid 
showing, the Stanford band, in its red-and-white uniforms, 
paraded before the bleachers prior to the start of the game. 

To the Easterners and all those who had never wit¬ 
nessed a Stanford-California battle the bleacher stunts 
of the Cardinals were a distinct revelation. One thousand 
Stanford rooters clad in white shirts with red-and-white 
cards in hand executed flawless patterns with extreme 
skill. As the half ended the onlookers noticed a beautiful 
red rose appear on a pure-white background. The rose 
was in full bloom and the green leaves and stem that sup¬ 
ported it were a direct tribute to the makers of Pasadena’s 
great day, the Tournament of Roses Association. 

Immediately following the rose the Stanford rooters 
spelled out in red and white, “HOWDY Notre Dame 1924-

1925.” Then followed the spelling of the word “STAN¬ 
FORD,” the colors being reversed from a white S on a 
red background to a red T on a white background, etc. 

Booming across the field the famous Stanford Sky¬ 
rocket yell thrilled the onlookers and induced return 
yells from the small but vociferous Notre Dame rooting 
section. It was a truly colorful spectacle between the best 
team in the East and the best in the West. 

As is his custom, wiley Knute Rockne started his sec¬ 
ond team, but after less than five minutes of play with 
the Stanford red shirts forcing them back to their own 
twenty-yard line, and after Stanford barely missed a field 
goal from the 46-yard line, the team was replaced by the 
first string men, and the famous “Four Horsemen” went 
in. On the first play one of the “Horsemen” fumbled and 
Stanford recovered. Not gaining through the line Cudde- 
back of Stanford dropped back and sent a beautiful place 
kick directly between the goal posts for the first score of 
the game. 

Then the “Four Horsemen” began to ride and on beau¬ 
tiful end runs and well executed passes carried the ball 
down the field into Stanford territory and the quarter ended 
with Stanford leading 3 to 0. Shortly after the second 
period opened Notre Dame scored its first touchdown but 
failed to convert. Score at the end of the half, Notre Dame 
13, Stanford 3. 


The third period registered a touchdown for each team, 
Stanford on straight football and Notre Dame scoring on 
a fumble punt which Solomon, Stanford back, misjudged. 
Layden’s punting for Notre Dame was one of the features 
of the game. On two different occasions his kicks measured 
more than sixty yards. At the close of the third quarter 
the score read, Notre Dame 20, Stanford 10. 

The fourth quarter was marked by a heart-breaking 
Stanford drive to Notre Dame’s one-yard line, where the 
Fighting Irish stiffened and held the redoubtable Nevers 
from gaining. 

With less than a minute to play again the Cardinals drove 
down the field only to have Lay den for the second time 
intercept a for¬ 
ward pass andrun 
the length of the 
field for a touch¬ 
down. So ended 
the most spectac¬ 
ular East-West 
football game in 
tournament his¬ 
tory, with Notre 
Dame winning. 

Score, 27 to 10.

History of East- 
West Football 

T O the late A. J. Bertonneau, 
former member of the board 
of directors of the Tournament of 
Roses Association, is due the credit 
for suggesting the holding of the 
East vs. West football contests. In¬ 
terest in the chariot races, which 
had formed the main feature of 
the afternoon of sports, had waned. 
Mr. Bertonneau suggested a post¬ 
season football contest between the 
best team in the East and the out¬ 
standing team in the West. The 
1925 contest marked the tenth con¬ 
secutive year of football as a major 
sport for the Tournament of Roses. 

Not taking today’s game into con¬ 
sideration, the West has won four 
times, the East being victorious only 
once, when Harvard defeated Ore¬ 
gon by one point. Two tie games 
have been played, in 1922 and 1924.
